Developer announces plan for arena

A 1.6 million square foot 
sports and entertainment facili¬ 
ty could be constructed in 
Romulus if a group of develop¬ 
ers decide the city is the best 
location for the project 

At a press conference at the 
Romulus Crowne Plaza 
Tuesday morning, Metro Sports 
Center LLC, a Detroit-based 
group of developers, 
announced they have secured 
financing for the $200 million 
project but did not commit to a 
location for the project 

Jacquelyn Vaughn, a spokes¬ 
woman for the developers, said 
Romulus was one of the cities 
currently under consideration 
for the arena 

“Yes, we are looking at 
Romulus and other locations 
throughout Southeast 

Michigan,” said Vaughn. 

A letter from the developer 
dated July 30 that was included 
in a press packet given to media 
outlets during the event indicat¬ 
ed that the LLC would submit 
plans to Romulus officials in 
the near future for considera¬ 
tion and support 

Tentatively named the 
Motown Technology and Sports 
Center, the facility would serve 
as a home to a minor league 
basketball team, hockey team, 
indoor soccer team and a arena 
football team, and would house 
several other sports and enter¬ 
tainment-related amenities, 
including three basketball 
courts and four hockey rinks, in 
addition to the 12,000-seat main 


Vaughn said the developers 
are in negotiations for naming 
rights to the facility. 

Also included in the project 
are an indoor lacrosse space, a 
running track, a fitness center, a 
leisure pool, three wave surf 
pools, two IMAX movie the¬ 
aters, a dance studio, a spa, an 
education center, a rehabilita¬ 
tion center, an arcade, a bowl¬ 
ing alley and a hotel. 

Glenn DeSimone, the archi¬ 
tect of the project, said he 
believed the wave surf pool was 
fairly unique. 

“I know of only one - or 
maybe two - of its type in the 
area,” he said. 

The developers of the pro¬ 
ject have faced doubts in large 
part because they did not 
secure financing for the project 
immediately. Though the devel¬ 
opers announced Tuesday that

“It just makes sense that the 
financing is in place first.” 
Vaughn said when reporters 
asked her how a groundbreak¬ 
ing could take place in such 
short order without a site agree¬ 
ment 

Ongoing negotiations are in 
taking place to secure a site, but 
city officials said there’s been 
little dialog between the city 
and the developers. 

‘“Ib be honest, we don’t really 
know too much about the pro¬ 
ject,” said Mayor Alan Lambert 
“They came to us about two 
years ago - then the project was 
much smaller, just about $50 
million or so - but now it’s up to 
$200 millioa 

‘That being said, from what 
we know about it, it looks like a 
great project and we’d love to 
have something like that here

A plan for a stadium could 
pave the way for Romulus to 
become headquarters for 
minor league sports in the state 
of Michigan - if the projects 
come to fruition. 

The city is one of several 
sites under consideration for a 
1.6 million square foot spoils 
and entertainment facility, 
according to an announcement 
made by a group of investors 
called Metro Sports Center 
LLC Tuesday. 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who 
did not attend the press confer¬ 
ence at the Crowne Plaza Hotel 
in Romulus, said he “would 
love to talk about the develop¬ 
ment more.” 

“I do think it fits in with our 
overall plans,” he said. “The 
bottom line is that (the develop¬ 
ers) need to come to us.” 

If the 12,000-seat stadium is 
built in the city - and other 
plans for a minor league base¬ 
ball park - materialize, it would 
bring the trifecta of minor 
league sports to Romulus: 
baseball, basketball, and hock¬ 
ey. 

Arena football would also 
come to the city, according to 
the plans presented by Metro 
Sports Center LLC. 

Entertainment has loomed 
as a big theme in the city for 
several years. A proposed 
horse racing track and casino 
near Vining Road are working 
their way through the federal 
approvals process. 

Those two projects would 
help serve as anchors for the 
“Airport City” concept touted 
by the county, and if the Metro 
Sports Center ultimately choos¬ 
es another site, it’s not going to 
derail the city’s plans, said 
Lambert 

“We have other things we’re 
looking at regarding sports and 
entertainment and we hope to 
be able to make an announce¬ 
ment later this year,” he said. 

Chief among those plans are 
ongoing talks with Bear Creek 
Capital, which is one of the 
major developers for the Metro 
World mixed-use development 
that would surround the

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Commission mulls 
plan to buy building

The Guardian Building in downtown 
Detroit sits less than 400 feet from the Old 
Wayne County Building, but Wayne County 
CEO Robert Ficano has found there are 
some roadblocks in a potential move. 

Ficano wants the county to buy the 
Guardian Building for $14 million, pending 
the approval of the purchase agreement by 
the Wayne County Commission. Jewel Ware, 
the commission chair, said the executive is 
pressuring the body to move on the plan too 
quickly when it set a deadline for approval 
for Aug 17. 

Last week, the commission hired a con¬ 
sultant to study the plan, which also would 
include the purchase of the First Street 
Parking Deck for $17 million and a nearby 
vacant 30,000 square foot office building for 
$2millioa 

Commissioner Kevin McNamara said 
commissioners still haven’t seen all the doc¬ 
uments relating to the purchase. 

“This purchase decision, it’s a long term 
deaL It calls for abandoning possibly three 
major office buildings in Detroit to move 
into the Guardian Building, and we have 
not received the full financial package yet 
from the executive office.” 

He said it was hard to see how the 
Wayne County Building would be re-used if 
the county left 

“We spent $25 million renovating this 
county building We finally have it just right, 
and they look at purchasing a 40-story, 80- 
year-old brick-and-mortar building I worry 
about the cost of updating and upkeeping 
that building when we have a perfectly 
good building here.” 

Ficano has noted excessive rent— 
upwards of $5 million annually—in the 
decision to purchase the Guardian Building 
for about $145 millioa Ficano has said he 
would use bonds to buy the properties. 

County workers are now spread among 
several buildings. The Old Wayne County 
Building, featured prominently as the coun¬ 
ty logo, still houses the offices of the county 
executive and commissioners. 

The Old Wayne County Building 
Partnership, the group that owns the his¬ 
toric five-story structure, has offered a new 
lease proposal in an effort to keep the coun¬ 
ty as tenants. 

“They’re still way off the mark,” said 
Commissioner Laura Cox, whose district 
includes the Northvilles and the Plymouths. 
“With the CEO’s deal, if it is what it is, then 
that’s a good deal and we should take 
advantage of a buyer’s market” 

Dennis Niemiec, county spokesperson, 
said the purchase agreement doesn’t pre-

elude due diligence, and just shows the 
buyer they are serious. 

The county has a history of disputes with 
the ownership of the Wayne County 
Building. Niemiec said an independent 
examination of bills the county paid since 
1999 determined it had been overcharged 
$6 million in management fees and other 
items. The current lease expires in October 

“We’ve paid over $100 million in this 
building we feel we should own it,” said 
Niemiec, who added an independent 
appraiser valued the county building at just 
$1 million with a tenant “It’s really from a 
business standpoint not that difficult a deci¬ 
sion.” 

As a commissioner, McNamara, whose 
district includes Canton Township, Van 
Buren Township, Belleville and Wayne, also 
has an office at the majestic structure at 600 
Randolph, and would prefer to keep it 
there. Like Cox, McNamara is awaiting the 
consultant’s findings. 

“As much as I don’t want to move, I want 
to know the truth so I can make a decision,” 
said McNamara. “The partnership has 
offered a $1 per square foot lease and a pay 
down of the $7.75 million existing mortgage 
over 10 years.” 

It is possible that even if a new lease pro¬ 
posal is brokered, the county may still move 
ahead with the Guardian purchase. 

“They’re not tied together,” said 
Niemiec. 

One of the most distinctive skyscrapers 
in Detroit, the Guardian Building opened in 
1929 and underwent renovation projects in 
1988 and 2003.

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Washtenaw prosecutor will assess judge’s case

Washtenaw County prosecutors 
will decide whether 22nd District 
Court Judge Sylvia A James will 
face charges for having a loaded 
weapon in her carry-on luggage at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport two 
weeks ago. 

Matthew Frendeway, a 
spokesman for Attorney General 
Mike Cox, said the incident report 
was forwarded to the Washtenaw 
County prosecutor’s office after 
Wayne County Prosecutor Kym 
Worthy submitted a request for a 
special prosecutor to assess 
whether James should face 


charges. 

“We received (Worthy’s request) 
and forwarded it onto the 
Washtenaw office, which is typical¬ 
ly what happens in cases like this 
(where there could be conflict),” 
he said. “This is not unusual.” 

Under Michigan law, the attor¬ 
ney general can either elect to pro¬ 
ceed on the matter or appoint a 
special prosecuting attorney, 
though Frendeway called the 
prospect of his office following up 
on it “unlikely.” 

James, the chief Judge of the 
22nd District Court for aboutl8 
years, was stopped at a passenger 
checkpoint at the McNamara 
Terminal as she prepared to board 


a flight July 28. 

Wayne County Airport Police 
detained her after the gun was dis¬ 
covered in her purse. 

James said she told investiga¬ 
tors she carries the gun for protec¬ 
tion because their have been sev¬ 
eral recent threats on her life, and 
forgot it was in her purse. She has 
a valid Concealed Weapons 
Permit and the gun was properly 
registered. 

Airport police investigators 
submitted a warrant request for 
James arrest days after the inci¬ 
dent Wayne County prosecutors 
announced last Tuesday that they 
would seek the appointment of a 
special prosecutor because of a 


personal friendship between 
James and Worthy. 

Steven J. Hiller, the deputy 
Washtenaw County prosecutor, 
confirmed his office received the 
request, and said the Airport 
Police paperwork was under 
review 

“I can’t really say how long it’s 
going to take, and I haven’t seen 
the police report myself,” he said. 
“Sometimes a review can take 
days, or it can take several months, 
depending on the issue ” 

James on Tuesday said she’s 
awaiting a final determination, 
and that she’s believes the out¬ 
come will be in her favor. Airport 
officials say James has cooperated

It may cost a few more dol¬ 
lars to spend eternity in the city 
of Romulus. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers will consider raising the 
price of plots and the costs of 
opening and closing the 
gravesites at Romulus 
Memorial Cemetery, which is 
located at Shook and Tobine 
roads. 

City Clerk Linda Choate said 
she has recommended the city 
raise the price of a plot from 
$225 to $500 to accommodate for 
cost increases the city has shoul¬ 
dered since 1981 - the last time 
the city increased prices for the 
plots. 

“It’s been 26 years since 
there’s been a price increase, 
and of course, costs for labor 
have gone up substantially since 
then,” she said. 

Choate also recommended 
increasing the grave opening 
cost by $200 each. Currently, the 
price for grave openings on 
Monday through FHday is $725. 
On Saturday, the cost is set at 
$925, and holidays cost $1,125. 
Those prices were set in 1990. 

Department of Public 
Service workers, who perform 
all duties on the cemetery site 
except setting gravestones, 
maintain the grounds. 

City officials want to keep 
offering reasonable rates for 
grieving families, but would like 
to at least have some of the costs 
it incurs covered, said 
Councilman William Crova. 

“We should look at other 
cenjeteries to see what they’re 
charging,” he said. 

Choate said her department 
did a survey of municipal ceme¬ 
teries, and found that Romulus 
charges substantially less for 
gravesites. 

“There were some munici¬ 
palities that charged less for the

grave openings, but they were 
already charging $500 or $600 
for the plot,” she said. 

Because of the sensitive 
nature of burial costs, the city 
has traditionally been reluctant 
to raise rates. Opening and clos¬ 
ing costs for the burial of infants 
has gone largely unchanged 
since 1981 because it only takes 
one public service employee to 
bury a child, and the council felt 
in 1990 that raising rates would 
be prohibitively expensive for 
young families - who often 
incur medical costs for a sick 
child, Choate said. 

City officials first explored 
raising the present rates in 1999, 
but no action has been takea 

To address the cost factors 
and other issues at the ceme¬ 
tery, city council members 
agreed to meet there at 6 p.m. 
on Aug. 27, Choate said. 

Any increases to costs at the 
ceihetery will have to be 
approved by a majority vote of 
the council. 

Based on information 
obtained from that visit and 
what the clerk has already pro¬ 
vided, the council will make a 
decision about the rates, or seek 
more information. 

No timeline has been set for 
a vote.

Unfortunate, but necessary 

There was really only one outcome from the Belleville City Council 
meeting on Monday night that would have helped move the city for¬ 
ward. 

It’s a sad thing, but Walter Mears had to go. 

It wasn’t about his credentials or his job performance; it wasn’t 
even about the resolution from the council he ignored—although that 
was a big part of it It was because—for whatever reason—he was too 
polarizing a figure. 

You could see it in the little things that preceded the discussion of 
the resolution to terminate his employment At each meeting, one of 
the first items on the agenda is a council follow-up list where the 
manager reports progress on issues brought up by the council, or 
answers questions asked at earlier meetings. 

They talked about the Strawberry Festival, and George Chedraue 
and Kereen Conley questioned why Mears hadn’t responded the way 
they wanted him to. His supporters defended him, and took a swipe or 
two at their colleagues. 

It was the same with an ongoing issue over the use of city credit 
cards, two sides taking subtle potshots at each other over the effective¬ 
ness of a man who they once all agreed could do the job. 

These kinds of things would have continued. It’s not a productive 
atmosphere and it would have been difficult for anyone to get any¬ 
thing accomplished. It would not have been a healthy environment or 
an adequate representation of the overall condition of the city and the 
mind set of the majority of its citizens. 

It’s unfortunate because there were plenty of indications from 
employees who worked with Mears on a daily basis and those who 
served on other city boards that he was doing a good job. 

It’s still important to remember that he caused part of this fiasco by 
ignoring the resolution from his council to submit his credentials. It

I gained a new respect for Walter Mears on 
Monday night 

He sat stoically in the midst of a verbal thunder¬ 
storm as people alternately questioned his creden¬ 
tials, praised his work, threw out rumors and insult¬ 
ed each other 

He didn’t show any emotion until near the end of 
the three-hour ordeal, when his wife. Purba, got up 
to speak. 

She talked about an unlikely pairing—Mears a 
Christian with aspirations of being a preacher, her¬ 
self a Hindu. She talked about a man who put his 
personal dreams on hold in order to better care for 
his wife and young child. She talked about a man 
with a passion for his city, who wanted to serve as 
the city manager despite her objections. 

He wiped away tears as even she broke down, 
citing a portion of The Lord’s Prayer against those 
who have for months sought to impugn his reputa¬ 
tion and integrity 

It’s ea$y to lose track of the human side of things 
when we’re talking about people in public office. I 
know, they give up a certain degree of that when 
they take on the job—whether through an election 
to a local or state entity or appointment to a job 
funded through taxpayer dollars. It’s important to 
remember though, that at some level, people take 
on these difficult tasks because of an overriding 
desire to serve. Well, in a perfect world, anyway. 

I didn’t know what to expect Monday night My 


big issue—reflected in our edi¬ 
torial—was his apparent disre¬ 
gard for a resolution approved 
by the city council for him to show his educational 
credentials. Once you get into a situation where a 
city manager ignores a direct order from his or her 
council, no good can come from it He may have 
thought he had a good reason—thought it unneces¬ 
sary because he was already in the job—but some¬ 
times you have to give up the little fights to win the 
big ones. 

I tried to find out what he was thinking, too. I 
stopped by unannounced at his office and left a 
message with both an office number and cell num¬ 
ber. He called back, missed me, but then didn’t 
return subsequent calls. 

I’ve become a bit of a cynic in that I believe when 
people don’t call back after repeated attempts, they 
don’t want to talk and they don’t want to talk 
because they have something to hide. Maybe I was 
wrong in that 

Given the way everything has transpired during 
the last few months, I don’t think the city council 
had much choice in the matter I do think, though, 
that the city has lost out on an opportunity. 

I take comfort in knowing more about his reli¬ 
gious background. Things will work out and hope¬ 
fully sooner rather than later I hope, too, that he 
can find a place where he’ll be judged by who he is, 
not by what people say about him.

Third film is best of action packed trilogy 


Unlike some of the year’s big-budget trilogies, ( Spider- 
man, Pirates of the Caribbean) the third installment of the 
Bourne series is better than its predecessors. 

In The Bourne Ultimatum, Jason Bourne (Matt Damon) 
finds the answers about his past that he has spent three 
years—and two movies (Bourne Identity, Bourne 
Supremacy)— attempting to find. 

‘Ultimatum’ begins with Bourne eluding authorities 
in Moscow after he brought to justice those responsible 
for framing him of murder in the second film. He leaves 
Russia and arrives in London to meet with the brother of 
his slain girlfriend. After reading a story from a British 
reporter who discovered information about the initial 
CIA-covert training program that caused Bourne’s amne¬ 
sia, Bourne decides to track down the journalist 

When they meet, after an incredible display of spy 
tradecraft and physical defense by Bourne, the reporter 
quickly tells Bourne that he was the first person to under¬ 
go behavior modification as a part of a program code 


named Treadstone, now upgraded to something even 
more sinister called Blackbriar. Bourne finds enough 
information to track the reporter’s informant to Spain, 
where he is forced'to use his combat skills against CIA 
operatives with orders to kill him. 

At the CIA station chief’s office, Bourne encounters 
Nicky Parsons (Julia Stiles) who once again helps him 
escape an impossible situation. The two obviously have a 
past that Bourne does not recall, much to Nicky’s dismay, 
and perhaps that is why fate continues to place them 
together Her decision to help proves costly—she is forced 
to flee and live in exile as she is now the target of a gov¬ 
ernment “asset”. 

Just as Parsons seems to be always there, so is Special 
Agent Pamela Landy (Joan Allen) who is seemingly the 
only high ranking official who wants to capture Bourne 
alive, or who has a shred of morality. 

Through a series of chases through Europe, Eastern 
Asia and North Africa, Bourne arrives at New York City, 


ironically at the point where Supremacy left off. G recom¬ 
mend watching the two previous Bourne films on DVD 
before viewing Ultimatum) 

The climax involves a confrontation that leads to the 
heads of the CIA and a cover-up that would shock even 
avid conspiracy theorists. 

The series of films is based on thrillers from the leg¬ 
endary Robert Ludlum. Pans of the first two will find 
much to like here—high profile locations, crazy chase 
scenes and plenty of actioa Through it all, Damon man¬ 
ages to make us believe the impossible is possible and we 
can’t help but root for him to escape and track down the 
conspirators. The chase scenes and the stunts are a bit 
over the top, but they sure are fun to watch. 

While the identity of Jason Bourne is revealed, the 
clifihanger moment at the end of the film that could be 
the start of another film, but my guess is that Ultimatum is 
the end of the series. 

Too bad, because it was a sure-fire thrill ride.

Paying for college became a lit¬ 
tle easier for nine area students 
after they were selected as benefi¬ 
ciaries of the annual Westland 
Community Foundation scholar¬ 
ship program. 

According to Glenn Shaw, presi¬ 
dent and founder of the group, the 
scholarship program began about 
15 years ago as way to help stu¬ 
dents focused on a career techni¬ 
cal or vocational training who 
might be overlooked by traditional 
scholarship opportunities. 

The group was able to distrib¬ 
ute $7,500 in scholarship funding 
to the students during the July 26 
Christmas in July event an annual 
foundation fundraiser 

“All of our money goes right 
back into Westland,” said Shaw. 

According to a written state¬ 
ment, the foundation program 
awards are “intended for students 
who may not necessarily be inter¬ 
ested in attending a traditional 
four-year universities or similar 
post-secondary institution, but pos¬ 
sibly a community college or train¬ 
ing institution in order to enhance 
their skills.” 

“We felt there was a void there,” 
said Shaw. “We’ve given away 
about $140,000-$150,000 so far” 

Livonia Public Schools 
Superintendent Randy Liepa— 
who was involved in awarding the 
scholarships—said one of the real 
highlights of the program is the 


way it makes the scholarships 
accessible to virtually any student 
with a desire to continue their 
educatioa 

“This year we didn’t have as 
many students apply, but I think it 
may have been our strongest group 
ever,” said Liepa 

He said that the committee ulti¬ 
mately selected six students to 
receive $1,000 scholarships. 

John Glenn High School gradu¬ 
ate Jasmine Flowers plans to 
attend Norfolk State University 
with the assistance she received 
from the Westland Community 
Fbundatioa She plans to become 
a physical therapist or a physi¬ 
cian’s assistant 

Bryan Henley, also a John 
Glenn alumnus, plans to put the 
$1,000 scholarship he earned 
toward further instruction at 
Henry Ford Community College in 
pursuit of a career in automotive 
technology. 

For Amanda Lewis, a Wayne 
Memorial High School graduate 
focused on receiving a degree in 
nursing, the money will help pay 
for school at Henry Ford 
Community College. 

Bradley Noyes accepted a 
$1,000 scholarship to help further 
his education in the fields of con¬ 
struction, carpentry, and construc¬ 
tion management The John Glenn 
High School graduate will now 
study at Henry Ford Community 
College.

The organization also provided 
John Glenn High School graduate 
Brittany Saville with the 
Centimark Scholarship, named in 
honor of one of the prime founda¬ 
tion sponsors. She plans to use the 
money to help pay for trainitig in 
the field of culinary arts at 
Schoolcraft College. 


According to Shaw, the commu¬ 
nity foundation has an agreement 
with Schoolcraft College in which 
the college matches the scholar¬ 
ship for any student who is award¬ 
ed funds from the foundation and 
enrolls in the school. That way, he 
said, the student receives up to 
$2,000 in scholarships—enough to 
finance about two years of study.

Celtic football returns to Canton

Rab McNab walked among the 10- and 
11-year-old girls like a jolly giant clad in 
green. 

“R-A-B M-C-N-A-B, Rab NcNab,” he 
repeated to the girls in a thick Scottish 
accent 

“What?” was the response he heard 
each time After a few smiles and laughs 
by all parties, the exchanges didn’t matter 
because it was back to soccer—or football, 
rather— where nothing was lost in trans- 
latioa 

After receiving positive feedback fol¬ 
lowing last year’s successful soccer camp 
with the Celtic Fbotball Club—a Scottish 
soccer team from Glasgow, Scotland—it 
was inevitable the Canton Soccer Club 
would invite the Celtics back for part two 

“We were hoping when we did it last 
year that it wouldn’t be a one-time type of 
deal,” said Pete Alexander, the director of 
the Canton Soccer Club. ‘The feedback 
that we got back from the parents and the 
kids was tremendous. 

“When you run a huge camp like this 
you expect a fair share of criticism or neg¬ 
ative comments. We did a survey and, to 
be completely honest with you, we did not 
receive one negative comment on the 
camp last year. The response from the 
kids was that they pretty much demanded 
these guys come back.” 

Last year’s participants got what they 
asked for and 11 Celtic players—male and 
female—converged on Independence 
Park in Canton Township last week to 
instruct a series of clinics for more than 
400 participants this year. 

Fbr the Celtic Club the advantages are 
two-fold, according to Celtic Player Mark 
Reid. They have the joy of teaching youth 
a game they love with hopes of gaining 
fans for the Celtic club along the way. 

“It gives us a chance to show the youth 
in America a European style of play,” he 


added. “Hopefully a lot of these kids will 
become Celtic supporters and follow us 
and watch our games. And maybe we can 
help pass on a few things and help them 
get a scholarship or go and play for a club 
team and maybe help Canton win a com¬ 
petition somewhere.” 

Despite the thick accents, when it 
comes to soccer little is lost on the field 
between the different cultures. 

“I think football is a universal sport— 
it’s a simple game,” Reid said. “Along with 
the explaining, there’s also showing them. 
And the kids just pick it up. If you show 
them, they will absorb it They are doing 
well with the accents and I think some of 
them are adopting some Scottish ones as 
welL” 

The camp usually caters to club partici¬ 
pants up to the U14 age group but because 
of the success of last year and the build up 
to the camp this year, a squad of U16 boys 
joined the camp, hoping to learn from 
some of the best in the world 

“We heard the Celtic players were 
doing it and thought that it would be a 
good learning experience,” said 16-year- 
old Nick Schreiber. “Celtic is a well- 
known club and they sponsor us and we 
thought that it would be very cool to learn 
from them.” 

Schreiber’s teammate, Chad Osier, 16, 
noticed a difference between American 
and European play right away 

“The play is much quicker than we’re 
used to,” Osier said “It’s more two-touch. 
We’ve been learning the basic skills of soc¬ 
cer, which will help us in the long run to 
make us better players. We’ve also 
learned to work together and better as a 
team—to build the chemistry.” 

After a strong second-year of Celtic 
camp it looks like the relationship will 
continue to grow, according to Alexander 
“We hope that we can do this every 
year,” Alexander said. “They (the Celtics) 
have been great They’re just a wonderful 
group of coaches. I think it is a great kick

FAMILY FEATURES 

W hether it’s tucked in the latest trendy tote or a humble brown 
bag, lunch is often a high point in a child’s day.

Add a 
fun side dish and don’t forget to drop in a quick note, joke, quote or other 
surprise that kids can look forward to everyday. 

Spending 20 years in a creative classroom with kids has given Kit Bennett, 
founder of AmazingMoms.com, a rich perspective on what engages kids — 
even at lunch time. “Add a bit of joy to their lunchboxes, and get the kids 
involved,” Bennett said. "Whether it’s assembling the lunch or decorating a 
brown bag — it’s a great way to bring a busy family together.” 

‘Try to make lunch fun,” Diekman agrees. “Even high school students 
would like to see something more interesting than two pieces of bread with 
something in the middle tossed in a brown paper bag. It’s important to offer 
variety and remember that every kid’s taste is different.”
